AUTHENTIC BRITISH FACTS. 

The eld voleanic centers in Britain have broken out 
anéw, with great violence. Dolgelly, in Wales, has been 
destroyed by the eruption from Cader Idris. Scotland 
is dieturbed from center to circumference. For the cus- 
tomary clouds, fogs, and chill air of November, we have 
tropical heat and a scorching sun. The project for cul- 
tivating cotton on Salisbury Plain, and for clearing the 
New Forest for the same purpose, is abandoned for the 
preeent ; 2s also is the grander design of covering Dart. 
moorend Exmoor, and the granite surfaces of Devonshire 
generally, with a vast ex'ent of houses of glass and iron, 
heated for the cultivation of the grape ;—by which patriotic 
design—emulous of the Boston Board of Trade in the 
matter of army clothing—it was hoped to supersede 
winee of the manufacture of France and Portugal, and to 
foster British industry. 











The design of the British press, and of the British Gov- 
ernment, so long cherished, of making war upon the 
United States, for the purpose of winning the cotton 
fleece, hes been reluctantly abandoned. The “ Honor- 
able” Commissioners from Secession are in despair, and 
now declare that they have been cheated throughout by 
perfidious Albion. Cheating there certainly has been on 
a large scale; and also credulity to anequal extent. Lies 
have been made on one side and accepted and cherished 
on the otber ; and so North and South have been in happy 
accord ; for— 


** Doubtless the pleasure is as great 
Of being cheated as to cheat.” 


AMERICAN TRAITS, 
THE WAR WITH ENGLAND AND FRANCE. 


The wild extravagance of American wit, and the strange 
figures of epeech and grotesque hyperbole attributed 
to Western geniuse,—the sayings and doings of the Cap- 
tain Crockette and the folk of the half-horse-and-half. 
alligator breed, used to considerably amuse the pensive 
British public. But ef all the extravagances set afloat in 
the world, from Bricain to Japan, there are none so ex- 
travagant as the literal and pepularly accepted British 
“ facts’’ launched from Washington and New York. I 
is net within the range of the heavy-winged imagiaation 
of the Englishman to produce any Illustration which 
should show how these American “ facts” appear in Eng- 
land. Here, for example, is the last number of the sober- 
est New York paper, gravely stating from Washiogton 
that— 

“ THERE WILL BE NO War WITH ENGLAND.” 

Then, in the same paper, the man of finance, and faets 
and figures, who dwells with sober commerce, and con- 
sorts with cautious men of the money market and ex- 
change—even he, apparen'ly unconscious of being ex- 
travagant, predicates of “ Foreign war in a commercial 
aspect ;” and thus in effect testifies to the “fact” of a 
general lunacy, in these terms : 

Tt is idle to conceal the fact that the apprehension of 
such a calemity has been in ail men’s minds for some days 
past, and that they were so prepared to receive it that a 
panic was created by Secretary Seward’s (enigmatical 
and mysterious) Circular.” 

And so we have following a grave commercial estimate 
of “the war,” which American men were prepared to ex- 
pect! prepared by their own inventions, wild imagina- 
tions, and evil thinkings. 

Then, 60 wide-spreading and all-embracing is this epi- 
demic, that the most candid and able of the secular New 
York papers talks wildly and passionately of — 

“The selfish ends of the present rulers and press of 
England—causivg her to trample down the first growing 
kindness of this country, etc.” 

And all this is affirmed chiefly on the authority of the 
fact that rome London paper bas pooh-poohed American 
military officers! Though no English paper, as yet, has 
said of them, as was freely and passionately said of the Brit. 
ish commanders, that “they were asses leading lions.” 

Every epithet by which keen intelligence is expressed, 

has been applied to the New Englander in particular, 
and to Americans in general. And yet, for months past, 
these same people, and their press, have displayed a weak- 
ness and open-mouthed credulity which cannot be par- 
alleled by panics er dolusions in these last days of the 
world. The Southern men hoped, expected, and boasted 
of the aid of England in establishing their barbaric 
‘npire |—such was their folly and profound ignoran:e of 
th British character. Thus the South; and the North 
Wa like unto it: The New York Times announcing, 
SOM. geven months ago, immediate hostilities on the 
part & Eveland! 

The Svibune, too, had comfortable assurance of British 
hostility, and has taken nearly a year to open its eyes to 
the literal ind notorious fact that— 

“The bugbear of foreign interference in our internal 
troubles kas been used from the outset to alarm and dis- 
hearten the loys. miltious of our countrymen.” 

Precisely 60. But why, in the name of patriotism and 
common sense, and of commen charity, was this not 
seen at the beginning? At the outset, the fact was 
stated to be so, was shown to be eo, at least in the Eng- 
lish Correspondence of Whe Independent. And why did 
not The Evening Post see and say morths ago, that 
which it now perceives and declares 7—namely, that— 

“Nothing wouid please the rebels more than to see us 
undertake to fight the world while we are fighting them 
They who urge us into forcign complications are th:ir 
instruments. [cis perceived ihat the cauce of tne revel- 
lion is hopeless if iefc to struggie with the loyal power, 
snd tha: a foreign war is the only loophoie of escape. 
We do not believe such a war probable, but the Govera- 
ment should none the less abstein (rom every porase 
even which may render it probable.” 

We say again, and in sober sadness, that the expecta- 
tion in the United States of war with England, as possi- 
ble or probable, and the aseumption of the existence of 
settled hostility, on the part of the British Government, 
shows a lamentably disordered and diseased state of the 
public mind. And the American press is wholly without 
excuse in adopting and propagating the delusion. We 
say, wholly without excuse. For there is not a half fact 
—not the shadow of a suepicien of a fact to justify an 
assumption so vast, and which has been so injurious to 
the great cause In the United States, and so outrageously 
insulting to Eogland. We aro the furthest from a thick- 
and-thin advocacy of the British Administration. But it 
is only the simplest justice to say, That the attitude of 
the Ministry has been juet, dignified, unchanged, from 
the outset. And it is an ugly American trait, exbiditing 
the depth and perveriiog influence of prejudice, that 
when the “ war” and the “ settled hostility,” the “pre- 
pared privateers,” the ‘great squadrons for lakes and 
sea-board,” the “armies for Canada,’—when these 
Bouthern (and Northern) shadows departed, then their 
departure wae a'tributed to “ e change in British policy.” 
Now, there is a depth of meanness in this which would 
make the term ungencrous too ennobling and inapplica- 
ble for the case. 

Some approach to a correct estimate of the case by a 
portion of the New York press, has led to the inference 
that England is now more favorable tothe Union. It has 
here, in good tru'h, but with painful regret, to be said, I¢ 
is not so in Ergland, though the tone of the Paris press 
is new less Southern. The general tone throughou: 
England was, at the eutset, favorable and sympathetic . 
but the continuous and unchecked stream of calumny 
has disheartened the warmest British friends of the 
Union, and alienated others. In this the South has con- 
quered with Northern allies. Turning aside altogether 
from what The Tribune has happily designated as “a 
steady stream of telegraphic lying,” and from the lying 
of London and Washington correspondents, real or pre- 
tended, one looks in vain for one tangible fact to coun- 
tenance the war-expecting delusion. “ 

The Queen’s proclamation of neutrality, which declared 
but did not make the well-known law of England, was, 
Srrst, by a strange perversion and misapprehension, said 
to be “an intervention of England in favor of the South ;” 
then, when the absurdity of this interpretation became 
apparent, and the ports of England were closed against 
Privateers, it was said that this was an afterthought, and 
& withdrawal “from the extreme ground which had been 
taken at first.” All the while, any intelligent person, 

_ ‘Teading the proclamation in the text, might see that the 
Dosument iteelf was conclusive as to the non-concession 








of belligerent ‘to the cruisers of the South. The 
dispatches sent to Bri:ish Governors made in virtue 
of that proclamation, and were but the immediate and 
formal executive action thereupon. There are two facts 
in connection with this subject which may be named: 
First, The Standard, » Tery organ, y argued and 
bitterly complained thet the policy of the proclamation 
was harsh and cruel toward British sailors in Southern 
ewploy ; secondly, that The Globe, which has the repu- 
tation of being semi-official, promptly and in the most 
pointed language declared that the piracy, the sea-rob- 
bing, of Southern privateers would not and should not be 
tolerated. 

Such was the proclamation of the Queen, and the cor- 
responding dispatches to the Governors. Upon thts 
document, now,—now that lie after lie has been exploded 
by lapse of time and continuance in honest neutrality,— 
rests the justification or excuse for the violent attacks 
upon England and her Government; and upyn this, also, 
rests the wild and extravagant expectation of war which 
hes pervaded the American mind, and infected even the 
minds of Englishmen resident in the United States. 
There now write home as if England and her rulers were 
gone mad, and barracks, arsenals, and dock-yards were 
all astir for—yes, for the conquest of cotton! Ww.

Accident to the Now Iron War-Ship ‘‘ Black Prince’ 
GREENCCK, Friday, 8 a.m.—About four o’clock this morm- 
ing an accident befell this vessel as she lay in the Victoria 
harbor. She had been removed from her berth alongside 
the quay, about thirty yards off, to allow three screw 
steamers to get in some heavy machinery at the crane ; 
and at low water this morning she listed a little over to 
the starboard side, when her main and maintop masts 
broke about a foot above the. and fell over on the 
deck of H. M. stea ly on her starboard 
side, doing considerable damage to that vessel’s bulwarks, 
and carrying away her foremast. The men of the Luci- 
fer being roused up, at once boarded the Black Priace, 
and proceded to tackle the fore and mizzen masts so as to 
secure them. It appears the three masts had heen putup 
wih cross-trees and capes, and part of the rigging, whic 
latter was unstayed ; and the vessel taking lis', the beavy 
top weight of the mainmast caused it to give way —Glas- 
gow Morning Journal. 


The British Press.—The Weekly Times, a London 
paper of enormous circulation, has the following, as part 
of a general survey : 


“When we cast our thoughts across the Atlantic we 
may fear that the cause of reform and progress is there 
in abeyance ; but this is byno means the case. The war 
between the North and the South is a war involving 
great principles, although they may not be avowed by 
either party. Liberty and freedom and justice and 
progress are deeply involved in the struggle, and it would 
seem that only by such a contest could iiberal doctrines 
prevail. All must regret that a nation should be divided ; 
but it is better that the friends of reason and of de- 
mocrary should know who are with them and who are 
agsiost them. The cause of mankind will not, in the 
long run, lose by the contest.” 


The Late Mr. T. 8 Duncombe, M.P. for Finsbury — 
The following reso!ution was unanimously adop at 
the adjourned special meeting of the London Political 
Union, held last night at Anderton’s Hotel : 

“ That this meeting has heard with deep regret of the sudden 
death of Thomas Siingsby Duncombe, Esq, M P., and desires 
to record without d+jay its high sense of his long, courageous, 
and faithful public services, his devotion to the liberties of the 
people, re'igious as we!l as civil. and especialy h‘s indefatigable 
exertions, in the most unfavorable times, for the cause of Par- 
liamentary reform, on the basis of manhood suffrage; and that 
this meeting recommends the working: classes of the country, and 
particularly of the metropolis to take effectual measures to 
honor the memory of this distinguished champion of their 
political rights.” 

Poland —A Wareew letter of the 9:h ult. confirms the 
report of the discovery of arms in the palace of Count 
Zamoyski, and says: 

“A Polish lady, dressed in black crape, wearing 2 vail 
ard a cross on the neck, and having ali the outward 
signs of devoiion to her country, is stated to have be- 
trayed the secret, and to have received as a reward about 
500 silver roubles, The rewly elected town-councilor, 
M. Hiepani, a shoemaker, is also stated to have be'rayed 
to the Russian authorities all the secrets of the delibera- 
tions of the Natienal Council, and to have received as the 
price of his treachery 2000 silver roubles. After his vile 
work was dore he was apprehended as one of the oom- 
promised persons, and, apparently as a security for his 
persor, was taken to the citadel, It would appear that 
the overenthusiastic patriots have been allowed to pro- 
ceed undisturbed with their preparations until the Rus- 
sians had collected all the proofs of the revolutionary 
project. 

“One of our richest magnates, who has long resided in 
Paris, an imperial chief equerry and privy councilor, has 
contributed 3,000,000 guiden toward funds to carry out a 
revolution, but, of course, on this discovery, he has lost 
the offices he held. 

“The body of General Gerstenzweig, about whose death 
80 many re are circulated, was placed in the Bruhi 
Palace, and covered with a red velvet pall, as indicative 
of suicide. The body was conveyed across the Vistula, 


te ard Praga, whence it will be removed to St. Pe:ers- 
urg.”

It 
is the remembrance of that kindness which makes me 
feel now that I muet answer your note with my own 
band, elthough Hi health and overwhelming basiness 
seldom allow me to do, even among my nearest friends. 
I have ventured to send you, by post, six copies of my 
litde book on nursing, which you may find useful among 
your people. Also two books on the Crimean army, pub- 
lished some years ago, and which I think I may have 
sent you before. If so, do not trouble yourself to retura 
them In answer to your kind inquiry, I have passed the 
last four years between four walis, only varied to other 
four walls once a year; and I believe there is no prospect 
but of my health becoming ever worse and worse, till the 
hour of my release. But I have never ceased, during one 
waking hour since my return to Eogland, five years ago, 
‘ebcring for the welfare of the army at home, as I did 
abroad. And no hour have I given to friendship or amuse- 
ment during that time, but all to work. To that work 
the death of my dear chief, Sidney Herbert, has been a 
faial blow. Lassure you it is always a support-giving 
strength to me to find anational sympathy with the army, 
avd ovr efforts for it; such a sympathy as you express
